wonld  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  A 
combination  of  the  principles  of  the 
present  locomotive  and  of  the  Pennoyer 
airship  would  result  in  s  revolution  in 
the  mechanical  world.  I  am  not  an  in 
ventor,  hut  I  know  that  such  s  machine 
is  feasible  and  will  some  day  be  per 
fucttsl. " — Cincinnati  Enquirer.
